If the proposal passes and is signed By 
President Bush, federal agencies vyould.be 
required to determine, before they impose a

Boise police have made arrests in about 71 percent of violent 
cl imes and 24 percent of property crimes in the past five years. 

"Here, wc would investigate .crimes that in some larger cities they 
may not follow up on." said Cnpl. Larry Paulson, commander of the 
detective division. “When wc get a~ homicide, it gets attention on an 
ongoing basis,"

How caiite grazing on millions
